It appears that the car has hit a
patch of black ice. The passenger, a student, emerges from the car crying and covered in
blood. The driver of the car is slumped over the steering wheel. The crash has caused traffic
to back up in both directions, with the majority of the jam being school buses, meaning
students are witnessing this accident unfold.
